British Airmen Said to

WITH THE BRITISH ROYAL 
AIR FORCE IN FRANCE, Nov. 23 
(AP).—Seven German bombing and 
reconnaissance planes were report- 
ed to have been shot down today by 
British pursuit planes on the West- 
ern front. Authorities said all the 
British pilots returned to their 
bases. 

Two other German planes were 
shot down in aerial combat deep in 
French territory. 


One was downed in the Cham- 
pagne region after a dog fight be- 
tween German and British planes. 
The three occupants of the invad- 
ing craft jumped out with para- 
chutes but one was killed, one was 
injured in landing and the third 
was wounded. 

The other German plane was shot 
down in the morning by a French 
pursuit ship at Franche-Comte. 

Yesterday air force authorities 
reported British and French planes 
shot down seven German craft, 
while anti-aircraft fire destroyed 
another.

NAZIS SIGN OFF AND. 
DISCLOSE IDENTITY 


“‘Conversation With Fool- 
ish Persons Boresome’”— 
Account Given After 
Seizure of London Agents 


BERLIN, Nov. 23 (AP).—"*. . - 
Hearty greetings from your affec- 
tionate German opposition, Ger- 
man Gestapo. . . .” With those 
words, according to a DNB (offi- 
cial news agency) account pub- 
lished today, were ended 21 days 
of wireless contacts between the 
German Secret Police and British 
Intelligence—21 days in which the 
German operatives wormed espio- 
nage secrets from their enemy by 
posing as anti-Hitler revolution- 
ists. 

The disclosure of the 
of the “revolutionists” was 


identity 


yesterday. 

That was one day after the 
Gestapo had announced obtaining 
a confession from Georg Elser of 
Munich that he planted the Buer- 
gerbrau time bomb intended for 
Adolf Hitler. The announcement 
said Elser had British financial 
backing. 

In the same connection, the Ge- 
stapo also had announced the ar- 
rest of two British Secret Service 
men, identified as Capt. Richard 
Henry Stevens, chief of the Euro- 
pean Intelligence Division, and Si- 
gismund Payne Best, an aid. 

Yesterday the two men were ac- 
cused of direct connection with the 
Munich bomb plot from which Hit- 
ler escaped by only 11 minutes on 
Nov. 8 Last night DNB distrib- 
uted for publication an account of 
21 days of coded wireless contacts 
between the Gestapo and the Brit- 
ish Intelligence. 


Nazis’ Final Message. 


Quoting “competent quarters,” 
the news agency said the contacts 
were ended at 10:10 a. m. yester- 
day with the following message: 

“In the long run, conversation 
with self-important foolish persons 
is boresome. You will understand 
if we break off. Hearty greetings 
from your affectionate German op- 
position, German Gestapo,” 

This grimly humorous finale to 
the Gestapo’s cat-and-mouse game 
Was said to have been taken as a 
matter of routine by the British 
radio operators who got in the last 
word by acknowledging receipt of 
the farewell message. DNB said: 

“Since the exposure of the En- 
glish espionage action, despite the 
German announcement at this 
time, apparently it still was un- 
known to the English Secret Serv- 
ice wireless station. Both English 
operators, Inman and Walsh, even 
acknowledged this final message.” 

The Gestapo had asserted that 
the British agents operated from 
a headquarters at The Hague, 
Netherlands capital, but the loca- 
tion of the wireless station was not 
specified in the new disclosure. 


Arrest of British Agents. 


According to the Gestapo, the 
two British agents were arrested 
Nov. 9 when they attempted to en- 
ter Germany from the Netherlands 
at Venloo. 

The British Foreign Office has 
denied that any British agent knew 
of any German “described as hav- 
ing placed a bomb in the Munich 
cellar” and called the arrest of 
two British subjects at Venloo a 
kidnaping. 

Reports at the time of the Ven- 
loo affair said shots were fired 
and that several persons were car- 
ried into Germany. These were 
known to include a Hague garage 
owner. 


The Gestapo said Stevens was a 
native of Athens, a former student 
at Heidelberg University and a 
member of the Indian Secret Serv- 
ice before becoming chief of the 
European branch of the British 
Intelligence. 

The German police said Best had 
been an [Intelligence officer for 
the British general staff in the 
World War. 

He married a Netherlands sub- 
ject and had lived at The Hague 
since 1916, when he entered the 
Netherlands as an officer,and was 
interned. He represented a Brit- 
ish business firm and was well 
known in diplomatic circles.

Prorogation of Parliament. 


King George VI prorogued Par- 
liament today. A new session is 
scheduled to open next Tuesday 
with a full-dress debate on all as- 
pects of the war. 

The King’s statement ending the 
present session said the war with 
Germany was being fought to pre- 
serve the birthright of liberty. 

He called the invasion of Poland 
“a challenge which we could not 
have declined without dishonor to 
ourselves and without peril to the 
cause of freedom and the progress 
of mankind.” 

The King’s statement, read to the 
members, said that despite efforts 
of Britain to preserve peace, “Ger- 
many, in violation of her solemn 
undertakings, wantonly invaded 
Poland.” 


Of Britain’s aims he said, “We 
seek no material gaifi. Liberty and 
free institutions are our birthright, 
which we, like our forefathers, are 
resolved to preserve.” 

The King thanked Parliament 
for “prompt and ungrudging” ac- 
ceptance of heavy financial burdens 
which he said “has deeply im- 
pressed the world and demonstrates 
the unflinching determination of 
my people to make every sacrifice 
for victory.” 

The King’s statement was read 

by Lord Caldecote, the Lord Chan- 
cellor. 
Prime Minister Chamberlain ear- 
lier told a questioner in Commons 
that this was not the time to con- 
sider offering to let other countries 
join the British Empire as a part 
of war reconstruction. 

The Government, he told opposi- 
tion Liberal Geoffrey Mander, “see 
no advantage in considering the 
possibility suggested in the ques- 
tion unless and until it arises in 
practical form.” 


New Order Expected. 


An order-in-council formally in- 
stituting Britain’s campaign to 
throttle German exports probably 
will be issued early next week, au- 
thoritative British sources said. It 
was expected neutrals would be ad- 
vised by notes on the new phase of 
Allied economic warfare. 

British sources disclosed that 
members of a Netherlands delega- 
tion, who have been conducting 
trade talks in London, were going 
home “in the next few days” for 
consultation with their Government. 

The talks will be in “temporary 
adjournment.” 

Netherlands shipping has been 
brought to a virtual standstill by 
the sudden increased mine menace 
and by Britain’s plan to blockade 
all German exports. Britain relies 
on The Netherlands for much of its 
butter, eggs and similar products.

*“T told him to go ahead,” Mat- 
tingly related in the statement.

We 
drove to Lamm’s house, rang the 
doorbell, and, when Lamm came 
to the door, Strecker hit him.

Carol summoned Tatarescu after 
conferring with the Crown coun- 
cilors on the crisis precipitated by 
the Cabinet’s refusal to meet Ger- 
man demands. Tatarescu until a 
few months ago was Rumanian 
Minister to France. 

The resignation followed closely 
on Rumania’s refusal to grant an 
increase of nearly 50 per cent in the 
exchange rate of the German: mark 
—a blow at -German hopes for 
greater trade with this country. 
A German economic mission, hav- 
ing failed to get the rate increased 
from 41.5 Rumanian lei to 60 lei for 
each mark, left for Berlin by air 
last night. In American money, 
such a change would have in- 
creased the «mark’s purchasing 
power in Rumania from 30.3 cents 
to 43.8 cents. 

Rumania also declined to furnish 
tank cars which Germany would 
need in buying Rumanian petro- 
leum, but did agree to lift an 
embargo on the export of oil-bear- 
ing seeds to Germany.

Bargaining Issue Again. 


DETROIT, Nov. 23 (AP).—Or 
ganization of a CIO foremen’s un- 
jon complicated the dispute be- 
tween Chrysler Corporation and 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers today, despite the new union's 
withdrawal of its demand for a 
collective bargaining conference. 

Discussion of wage schedules was 
sidetracked for the second day as 


representatives of the company 
and UAW-CIO met in a brief holi- 
day conference to thresh out the 
problms raised by the new union. 

The local union of the CIO 
United Foremen and Supervisors 
formed at the Dodge truck plant 
withdrew its bargaining demand 
yesterday, after the corporation 
charged its effect would be to place 
the CIO “on both sides of the con- 
ference table” in settling employe 
grievances. 

Clarence Bolds, president of the 
union, said the corporation charge 
was a “complete misstatement.” 

“Shop supervisory personnel has 
not represented the management in 
collective bargaining in Chrysler 
and other large industrial plants 
for 15 years or more,” Bolds said. 

R. J. Thomas, president of the 
UAW-CIO, said the company had 
asked the UAW-CIO to pledge that 
the foremen would not renew their 
request for collective bargaining at 
any time in the future. 

“My position was that the UAW- 
CIO could not order the foremen’s 
union to take any action of any 
kind,” Thomas said. He contended 
that the withdrawal of the union's 
demand had removed any reason 
for delaying wage discussions “un- 
less the corporation wishes to stall 
further on those issues.” 

Until the question of the fore- 
men’s union arose, the sole issue 
blocking a settlement of the seven- 
week old dispute was that of wages. 
The UAW-CIO has asked for a gen- 
eral increase of 5 cents an hour, 
after originally asking for 10 cents.

Two men in a sedan without li- 
cerse plates drew up beside 
Schachter’s automobile and shot 
him three times. 

Mrs. Schachter told police she 
saw her husband drive up and a 
moment later heard three explo- 
sions like an automobile backfir- 
ing. Then she noticed her hus- 
band’s car rolling downhill. It 
stopped against a curb. 

Two motorists told of seeing an 
automobile without lights speed 
away. Schachter came here from 
New York two years ago.

SENATORS PREDICT

Capper upheld the United Mine 
Workers (CIO) and the National 
Coal' Association in expressing op- 
position to a trade agreement cut- 
ting the excise tax on crude and 
fuel oil from Venezuela. He added 
that he thought the whole recipro- 
cal tariff policy was “very unfair.” 

The authority to negotiate the 
agreements expires next June. 
Some members of both major par- 
ties have announced they would 
seek to terminate the program en- 
tirely or to obtain for Congress a 
veto power over pacts negotiated 
by the State Department. 

Meanwhile, it was said that trade 
talks between the United States 
and Argentina were progressing 
smoothly, despite a circular by the 
exchange control office in Buenos 
Aires saying it was necessary that 
the country’s imports “shall con- 
tinue to be supplied from their nor- 
mal sources, avoiding unnecessary 
deviations to other sources or coun- 
tries.” 

Argentina’s trade with Great 
Britain and France has been ham- 
pered by the European war, author- 
ities said, and dealings with Ger- 
many virtually have stopped. This 
condition has caused a sharp up- 
turn in Argentine trade with the 
United States.

not be maintained now that Con- 
gress may not, in the interests of 
the general welfare of the country, 
prohibit the shipment in interstate 
commerce of the products of under 
paid and sweated labor.” 

Alex Elson, regional attorney for 
the Wage and Hour Administra- 
tion here, said Judge Holly’s de- 
cision was the first broad interpre- 
tation of the law made by the Fed- 
eral courts. 

It arose from the refusal of 
Montgomery Ward to produce cer- 
tain records desired by the Wage 
and Hour Administration in an in- 
vestigation of conditions at the 
company’s Kansas City branch. 

Company attorneys defended 
their stand on the grounds the act 
was unconstitutional and that to 
compel production of the docu- 
ments called for would constitute 
unreasonable search and seizure. 

“Regulations of wages and hours 
of labor is a proper éxercise of po- 
lice power,” Judge Holly said in a 
memorandum, 

“Employer and employe do not 
stand on a plane of equality. 
Wages, especially of unskilled em- 
ployes, tend toward the lowest 
“agg at which the laborer can sub- 
sist.

University School of Medicine. 

The physicians indicated hope on 
the basis of early tests against 


staphylococcus infection, that the 


new weapon might prove as form- 
idable as its name—sulfamethylthi- 
azol. It is a close relative of sul- 
fanilamide, the once-waste product 
of dye manufacture which has be- 
come the chief reliance against 
streptococcus infection. 

But while strep-killing sulfanila- 
mide brought new hope in such dis- 
eases as blood poisoning or septice- 
mia due to streptococci, there was 
still little hope in blood poisoning 
due to staphylococci. Physicians, as

SURVEY OF HISTORIC BUILDINGS 
IN MISSISSIPPI VALLEY STARTS 


Architects Begin P Service 
Study by Measuring and Photo-, 
graphing Baptiste Roy House. 

The Historic American Building 
Survey for the Mississippi Valley, 
a project of the National Park 
Service, was begun yesterday with 


the use of barteriophage, various 
antitoxins and transfusions from 
persons theoretically immunized by 
prior attacks of the disease. 

More lately the St. Louis physi- 
cians said, occasional good results 
in staphylococcus blood poisoning 
were reported for sulfanilamide and 
its related sulfapyridine. These re- 
ports suggested that, just as sul- 
fapyridine had been found to have 
specific efficacy against pneumonia 
germs, yet another member of the 
same sulfonamide family might be 
Geveloped with a specific deadliness 
for the stapylococcus. 

Two-Year Test. 

In the quest for that unknown 
specific, the research division of an 
Eastern chemical company devel- 
oped sulfamethylthiazol and in 
two-year tests reported it effective 
against “staph” infection and with- 
out ill effect on researchers who 
tried it on themselves. A few days 
ago Dr. Carroll gave St. Louis Med- 
ica] Society the first clinical report 
on its use in consultation with Dr. 
Harry Wiese, in clearing up a dan- 
gerous kidney infection with “dra- 
matic” effectiveness. 

Four other cases were reported 
today in addition to bacteriological 
tests in which Prof. Lloyd Jones, 
Fred W. Gallagher and Francis 
DiRocco of St. Louis University 
found that it protected about 70 per

Results in Other Cases. 

Marked improvement, with ex- 
pectation of additional improve- 
ment on increased dosage, was re- 
ported by administration of the 
chemical by mouth in an infant 
suffering from staphylococcus 
blood poisoning with involvement 
of the joints. The clearing up of 
two mild cases of kidney infection 
was reported. Ill effects were de- 
scribed as mild in comparison with 
those of other sulfonamides. The 
physicians said laboratory and 
clinical tests are continuing in St. 
Louis amd certain other medical 
centers. 

First prize for the best scientific 
exhibit at the meeting was won 
by Dr. Graham Asher, University 
of Kansas heart specialist, who 
demonstrated a machine that vis- 
walizes the beating of the human 
heart on a fluorescent screen. It 
enables physicians to diagnose 
heart conditions and by pressing 
a lever a photograph can be made 
of any part of the continuous fluor- 
escent film.

RAILROAD’S SUIT OVER OIL 
BALKED IN SUPREME COURT 


Decision of Lower Court Refusing 
Permission for Drilling and Im- 
pounding of Money Stands. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP).—

HAVANA, Nov. 23 (AP).—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expressed yesterday 
the “sincere hope of the United 
States Government that there will 
be no lessening of the activities of 
the International Labor Organiza- 
tion during the existing world emer- 
gency.”

A St. Louis case, that of the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Co., was 
cited as an instance in which the 
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Department of Justice obtained the 
indictment of union officers “in de- 

nee of the Clayton Act and on 
the sham pretext that in calling 
jurisdictional strike a union is 
not lawfully carrying out its legal 
objects.” 

“Let me make it clear,” Green 
continued, “that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor does not contend 
illegal activities of any labor union 
or members or officers thereof 
should go unpunished. On the con- 
trary, we urge that such offenses 
be prosecuted under the proper 
laws applicable thereto. We do in- 
sist that the anti-trust laws can- 
not and must not be invoked 
against labor organizations be- 
cause these laws themselves do 
not permit such prosecution.” 

On Intent of Congress. 

Green then quoted the text of the 
layton Act declaring that nothing 
ontained in the anti-trust laws 
should be construed as permitting 
labor organizations to be held as 
“legal combinations or conspir- 
acies in restraint of trade.” 

He recalled the debate on this 
Clause, and said it had been 
adopted in the House by a vote of 
207 to 0. 

“In face of the clear language of 
the law and the clear intent of 
Congress expressed in debate,” de- 
anded Green, “how can the posi- 
ion of Mr. Arnold be justified? 
What I respectfully request from 
you is a frank statement-as to 
whether the Department of Justice, 
by some experimental and distort- 
ed interpretation of these laws, 
is now trying to make them apply 
to the actiivties of labor unions 
and their members. 

“It is inconceivable to me that 
an administration notable for its 
friendliness to labor shoutd adopt 
& retrogressive policy advocated 
hitherto only by the most extreme 
teactionary enemies of labor.” 

On the authority of Joseph A. 
Padway, AFL counsel, Green ac- 
cused Arnold of inconsistency, in 
having stated he was preparing a 
brief for the Department of Jus- 
tice, in the Apex Hosiery case, up- 
holding the contention of a union 
of the Congress of Industrial Or- 
anizations that it could not be 
sued for damages under the anti- 
trust laws.

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LEGION COMMITTEEMEN|U. S. Experts Doubt Germany Has | 
Perfected New Undersea Weapon 


Mines Set Adrift ‘in North Sea by Sub- 
marines Built for Purpose, as in World 
War, They Think. 


By EDWARD E. BOMAR 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP).— 
A Navy announcement that 39 drift- 
ing mines have been sighted in the 
North Sea in the last two days deep- 
ened the convictions of some mari- 
time experts today that they had 
been set adrift to make British 
waters a no-man’s-area for all ship- 
ping: 

Stormy weather often has snapped 
mines from their moorings, fet 
seldom in such clusters as indi- 
cated by the incomplete _ reports 
broadcast by the Navy’s  hydro- 
graphic office. Most of the reports 
came from the U.S. §S. Trenton. 

Treaties prescribe automatic de- 
vices to Assure that mines accident- 
ally set adrift will be rendered harm- 
less within an hour, but those 
afloat in the North Sea have ac- 
counted for most of the 16 ships 
sunk or damaged in the last five 
days. 

Conclusions by Experts. 

The latest development in the 
European sea warfare suggested 
these tentative conclusions to 
qualified experts: 

1.The recent heavy shipping 
losses are due to the numbers of 
the mines and their free drift rath- 
er than to the perfection of revo- 
lutionary new undersea weapons. 

2. Virtually all the mines have 
been laid by submarines built for 
the purpose. 

3. Setting them adrift has raised 
difficulties calculated to tax Brit- 
ish and French means of keeping 
open vital commerce lanés. 

4. The Allied blorkade and the 
German fight to create a counter 
blockade has not differed basically 
from the 1914-18 pattern. 

Experience in World War. 

In the World War Germany laid 
43,636 mines, by official count. Nine- 
ty per cent were put out by mine 
laying submarines, a special type 
that’ originated from the World 
War. 

On the first day of the 1914-18 
war, a German ship placed the first 
of the deadly submarine weapons, 
each bearing about 300 pounds of 
TNT or similar explosive, in the 
open sea, rather than near a coast 
as prescribed by The Hague’ 1907 
convention. To Allied protests, 
Germany replied that the treaty’ 
was not binding as Russia had not 
formally ratified it. 

_ In later years German mines were 


set adrift near the approaches to 
the French harbors used by Ameri- 
can transports. 

The early German mines were 
definitely superior until the British 
developed their improved H2 wea- 
pon. These were mines : exploded 
only by actual contact. The United 
States navy introduced the Mark 
VI mine with antennae 35 feet long, 
which exploded on contact with a 
ship’s hull. These were used in the 
North Sea mine barrage, and to 
sweep thsm up after the war re- 
quired a year of dangerous work. 

Subsequent developments have 
been closely guarded, but there have 
been no strong hints of revolution- 
ary new undersea weapons. 

Magnetic Mines Unlikely. 

Ordnance specialists appear con- 
vinced that magnetic mines which 
would be attracted by the metal of a 
ship’s hull are impractical. They 
were discredited in 1918 by an 
American official board headed by 
the late Thomas A. Edisor, which 
noted the quick loss of magnetic 
power with distance. 

At the armistice, Britain had 726 
vessels of all types engaged in the 
perilous task of sweeping the En- 
glish coast for 1000 miles daily. The 
sweepers were blown up at the rate 
of about one a week during the en- 
tire war, but the rate of loss had 
been reduced from one ship for 
every two mines to one ship for 
every 80 mines destroyed. Of 23,873 
mines listed as destroyed, more than 
half were adrift. 

Submarine mines accounted alto- 
gether for a loss of 803 British 
ships out of 3154 British vessels of 
all sizes and types that went down.

It 
brought all rural rehabilitation 
projects in Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Mississippi, built with Government 
funds, under the FSA. 

Approximately 390 families make 
their homes at.Dyess, which ‘has 
500 dwelling houses, a hospital, four 
schools, a bank, a furniture factory 
and 60 miles of gravel roads. 

T. Roy Reid, regional FSA direc- 
tor, asserted his agency planned no 
drastic changes in operation. Com- 
mittees from the State and regional 
FSA offices will be appointed to 
report on resources and operating 
methods. Roy D. Johnston, who 
has been in charge at Dyess for the 
past year, has been named project 
manager. 

The change in supervision came 
with the resignation of directors of 
the Dyess Rural Rehabilitation 
Corporation, operators of the col- 
ony, and transfer of their stocks 
to FSA. Five directors were ex- 
ecutives of the State WPA organ- 
ization. 

The ‘stock had no par value. The 
corporation was registered with the 
State as a benevolent, non-profit 
corporation, the articles of incor- 
poration providing that no divi- 
dends should ever be paid to any 
stockholder. 

Floyd Sharp, State WPA Admin- 
istrator, who headed the old cor- 
poration, remains on the new 
board, appointed by Dr. W. W. 
Alexander, National FSA Adminis- 
trator. Other members are Reid, 
E. B. Whitaker, assistant FSA di- 
rector; J. M. Holiday, regional FSA 
finance manager, and H. E. Thomp- 
son, assistant State Extension Serv- 
ice director.

Air Forces’ Importance. 


Air forces are so much more pow- 
erful than cavalry that if either 
side should lose control of the air 
there would be a great shift of ad- 
vantage to the other. On this 
theory many military observers ex- 
pected a terrific clash in the sky 
long before this. 

The fact that it hasn’t happened 
may give some indication of pur- 
pose—especially MHitler’s purpose. 
That sort of strategy would have 
been the first step in a war of 
movement. If he had ever intended 
to attack-on land, the probabilities 
are strong that he would have 
started in the air long ago.

What Each Side Seeks. 

To what does this all add up? To 
a gamble on the German side of 
being able to strangle the Allies 
by ‘destruction of commerce. To a 
hope on the Allied side of revolution 
in Germany. 

The German “strangulation” 
strategy isn’t working very weil. 
The Allies have much to consider 
before they destroy Germany by 
mutiny. The contagious disease of 
Communism has advanced to Ger- 
many’s very boundaries. Through 
Hitler’s blundering trade with Sta- 
lin it more closely threatens both 
Baltic and Balkan states. 

Neither the Allies nor the rest 
of the world can consider the col- 
lapse and Communization of Ger- 
many as any bargain. Germany was 
aforetime a great activator and 
balance wheel for the commerce of 
the: whole world. Communism is a 
paralyzer of trade and commerce 
and.a constant threat to democratic 
institutions. 

Britain and France say—not very 
frankly—that their aim is to destroy 
Hitlerism. As matters have worked 
out and Hitler has blundered, he 
probably will destroy himself. It is 
not too early to begin to wonder 
what will replace him. It could be 
worse than Hitler himself. 

That is a principal reason why 
war aims should be plainly stated. 
Germans should be shown that if 
they kick Hitler out the resuit 
would not be preferable to a peace

ARMY COMBINING 
MOTORCYCLES, CARS, 
HORSES IN NEW UNIT 


Fast Moving Scouting Regi- 
ment Will Set Military 


Precedent. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP).— 
The War Department announced 
yesterday that motorcycles, light 
armored cars and cavalry horses 
transported by motor truck would 
be combined in a special fast-mov- 
ing scouting regiment which would 
set new precedents for the army. 

The latest development in cur- 
rent army “streamlining” moves, 
the new regiment will be formed 
Dec. 1 by reorganizing the Sixth 
Cavalry at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. 

Incorporating some of the ad- 

vanced military ideas. tested by 
Germany in the Polish campaign, it 
will comprise about 1100 officers 
and men. The unit will be tested 
next spring near the close of the 
mass training maneuvers already in 
progress in the South. 
The announcement disclosed a 
general staff decision to employ 
motorcycles in a troop for the first 
time, and also represented official 
approval of the transportation over- 
land of cavalry horses in motor 
trucks. This means of increasing 
the range and speed of cavalry 
has been tested experimentally for 
years by the First Division in 
Texas.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
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Mr. Tucker on the Smoke Problem. 
the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

URING the past week, the papers, as 
well as some of the public, have en- 
joved a “field day” in criticising the re- 
sults which have been obtained by the 
Division of Smoke Regulation of the 
City of St. Louis. 

We have no apologies te make for the 
results that we have obtained. We have 
improved the quality of the fuel being 
shipped into the city of St. Louis; we 
have reduced the sulphurous acid con- 
tent of our atmospheric air; we have 
reduced the fly ash content of our air 
and we have supervised thousands of 
installations of mechanical fuel burning 
equipment, as well as boilers and fur- 
naces, thus providing the general pub- 
lic with protection in the purchase of | 
their equipment which heretofore had 
mot been given. 

We have on record data to substantiate 
the fact that the smoke emanating from 
the stacks of railroads, apartment houses, 
industrial plants and commercial build- 
ings have been materially reduced. We 
have initiated an essential step toward 
the processing of any IDlinois coal, viz., 
the washing of fuel. 

This has all been accomplished in the 
period of two°years. Still, the newspa- 
pers and some of the public say that it is 
not enough. In this statement the Divi- 
sion of Smoke Regulation heartily con- 
curs: it is not enough! 

Smoke may be eliminated from St. 
Louis by barring the use of high vola- 
tile coal, to be more specific, by barring 
the use of Illinois coal. If this is the 
plan which the editorial writers have in 
mind, let them so state in their editorials. 
If, on the other hand, they mean that we 
should endeavor to solve this problem 
by processing Illinois coal, then an en- 
tirely different light is placed upon the 
whole picture. 

From its inception, the Division of 
Smoke Regulation has stated that the 
present setup was only a foundation upon 
which we could build a constructive pro- 
gram for the total elimination of smoke. 
At no time was it claimed that it was the 
answer to the question. 
has repeatedly been stated that the prob- 
lem would never be solved until a satis- 
factory smokeless fuel was provided for 
the large mass of domestic users in the 
City of St. Louis at a fair and equitable 
price. 

To the best of our knowledge, this prod- 
uct has not been developed. If it has, 
it has not been presented to this office, 
nor have we learned from any research 
program or from any publication of a 
process that would meet these require- 
ments. If such a product is known to 
any mdividual, then it is incumbent 
upon that individual as a matter of civic 
duty to present the facts. 

The Illinois State Geological Survey 
apparently was not aware of any process 
that would meet the needs of St. Louis. 
It was with their aid that we persuaded 
the State of Illinois to appropriate $180,- 
600 to sponsor a research program to de- 
velop such a product. 

It is easy for an editor to make general 
and sweeping statements that we need 
a cheap processed fuel. It is implied: by 
these statements that the product is 
available and it is only necessary for some

What is being done by Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Henry J. Gerling with the charity funds con- 
tributed by employes of the Board of Education to 
the Pupils’ Relief Fund—a fund designed to provide 
the children of poverty-stricken parents with free 
lunches, carfare, eyeglasses and clothing? 

This is a hard question to ask of a man who oc- 
cupies so powerful and so important a post as Mr. 
Gerling. But it becomes necessary to ask the ques-' 
tion and to demand an answer because there is some- 
thing wrong with this fund. 

That this is true was revealed yesterday in the 
news columns of the Post-Dispatch. It was shown 
that Mr. Gerling paid into the fund the sum of $5044, 
an amount left over from the chest of the 1938 
school tax campaign. 

The payment was made by Mr. Gerling in the 
form of two checks totaling $2890 and speculative 
stocks and bonds with a current market value of 
approximately $2060, 

The stocks consisted of 50 shares of Victor Chem- 
ical Works, bought for $19 a share and now selling 
for $26 a share, a profit of $350, The bonds were (1) 
a $1000 bond of the Fontenelle Brewing Co., bought 
from Richard Murphy, a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation. and now worth only about $660; (2) a $200 
bond of the Little Rock and Hot Springs Western 
—known popularly as “Hot Rocks,” now worth only 
$100. | 

The two bonds come under the label known in in- 
vesting circles as “cats and dogs.” : 
pation of School Board member and bond salesman. 
He and Gerling are former partners in a speculative 
real estate venture, from which Gerling withdrew, 
because of criticism, a year or so after he became 
Superintendent of Instruction. 

Murphy sold five of the Fontenelle bonds to the 
Pupils’ Relief Fund, but says he bought four of them 
back when the fund needed cash and that he is 
willing to buy back the bond in question. This will- 
ingness on the part of Murphy is easily understand- 
able. 

What kind of trusteeship of a charity fund is it 
that is willing to hazard its funds in dubious specu- 
lative ventures? 

It apparently amounts to this: Gerling is an old 
friend and business associate of Murphy and Murphy 
makes his living selling bonds. Because he is a 
member of the Board of Education, it is natural for 
him to look for a market for his securities among 
the school teachers and in the school funds available 
for investment. 

The Board of Education job pays nothing. The 
business of selling bonds is capable of paying a 
great deal. 

It appears that $12,000 of the Pupils’ Relief Fund 
is invested in bonds. What kind of bonds? Who sold 


‘the bonds? These questions have not been answered. 


Murphy isn't sure about it. Gerling is reticent. 

The practice of certain School Board members of 
capitalizing their position on this body to make 
money for themselves is well known. It exists be- 
cause the community has shown a most easy-going 
tolerance. 

But enough is enough. When even the pennies de- 
signed for poor children are being risked in dubious 
financial ventures, with the consent of the Superin- 
tendent of Instruction, the limit has been reached.

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A HOUSECLEANING ALREADY OVERDUE. 

One of the most disheartening drags on our econ- 
omy—not to mention the morale and purchasing 
power of the average investor—is the great accumu- 
lation of dividend arrears on certain preferred stocks. 
It is therefore encouraging to find that the SEC is 
urging the reorganization of 20 utilities holding com- 
panies and half a dozen operating companies. 

The shares of these companies are owned by about 
2,000,000 persons. In the case of the holding compa- 
nies, including the North American Co., parent firm 
of Union Electric, and the Utilities Power and Light 
Corporation, holding company of Laclede Gas, 56 
per cent of the publicly owned stock is in arrears. 


In the case of the operating companies the figure is 


only 27. per cent. 

As the SEC points out, very few of the companies 
are making any real progress toward the liquidation 
of these back dividends, and reorganization is in- 
evitable. Of course, this is always strong medicine 


® reality. Such an attitude is charac- 
teristic of the uninformed layman who 
is blissfully unaware of the difficulties 
that beset the scientist’s path.

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HANDBILLS AND A FREE PRESS. 

The United States Supreme Court demonstrated in 
unmistakable fashion yesterday that it is a protector 
of the civil rights of the American peopie. Until 
yesterday ordinances requiring licenses for the dis- 
tribution of handbills were valid in Milwaukee, Los 
Angeles and Worcester, Mass. Another requiring a 
permit from the Chief of Police for canvassing homes 
for the sale of booklets was legal in Irvington, N. J. 
With the Supreme Court's decision in the grouped 
cases—only Justice McReynolds dissented from Jus- 
tice Roberts’ majority opinion—all these ordinances, 
and others like them over the country, went onto 
the legal scrapheap. 

Justice Roberts handled adequately the arguments 
presented for such restrictions. Fraudulent appeals 
often-are made in the name of charity and religion, 
he said. That fact, however, cannot be held to give 
@ municipality power to require all persons who 
wish to disseminate ideas to present them first to 
police authority for approval or rejection. When 
there are frands and tres both may be punished 
by law. To give the police power to decide what 
may be disseminated from house to house would be

In that case, the high tourt 
meticulously informed the Circuit Attorney that a 
burglary conviction, to be sustained, must carry proof 
of the means by which illegal entrance was made. 

None of these cases quite equals the Cytron case, 
which stunned the public early in Mr. Miller’s tenure 
in office. In that instance, a father and son charged

Thanksgiving has an earlier spot on Missouri's cal- 
endar (and that of 22 other states) this year, but 
otherwise no difference can be detected. When the 
President announced last August that he was moving 
the date back a week, devotees of the good old days 
predicted all sorts of unhappy results. The football 
schedule makers would be reduced to desperation, it 
was predicted; calendar publishers would be hope- 
lessly confused, and general chaos would break out 
if tradition were thus rudely violated. 

Well, today feels like any other Thanksgiving. 
There are football games in sufficiency, the calendar 
business seemingly is thriving and the holiday at- 
mosphere is unchanged. The turkey is luscious as 
ever, the cranberry jelly carries its familiar tang and 
the pumpkin pie still bats 1.000 in the dining room 
lineup. In the day’s serious moments, there is plenty 
for which to return thanks, and a week’s difference 
in time cannot impair the inventory of bounties 
and benefits. 

Even the traditionalists haven't much left to argue 
about, now that the historians have spoken their 
piece. The “first Thanksgiving” of the Pilgrim Fa- 
thers wasn’t on the last Thursday in November, re- 
search has shown. Just when it was nobody knows, 
except that it probably came between Sept, 23 and 
Nov. 11. After that, the date wobbled all over the 
calendar, sometimes in October or November, once 
even in February and once in June. That energetic 
woman editor, Sarah Josepha Hale, persuaded Pres- 
ident Lincoln to set the last-Thursday date in 1864, 
and custom carried on from there, but for no his- 
torical reason. 

In the states whose Governors do not follow the 
presidential proclamation, next Thursday will see 
the familiar observances Missouri and Illinois enjoy 
today.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ISSOURI has two priceless sporting as- 
MV sets—the bob white quail and the black 

bass.. Our deer and turkey are gone 
and it is going to be a long, arduous task 
to bring them back. We plant trout in 
a few miles of Ozark spring-fed streams 
and a few pheasants in North Missouri corn- 
fields, but these are artificial, expensive and 
unsuited to espread distribution. Migra- 
tory birds, Auch as ducks and geese, are 
govern y conditions over which Missouri 
has no control. 

Quail and the black bass, however, are 
native to Missouri, being almost universally 
distributed throughout the State.. They are 
assets which, properly preserved and hus- 
banded, will grow and pay rich dividends 
in recreation to the sportsmen and in cash 
to many business men, farmers, outfitters 
and guides. 

Our Conservation Commission has a big 
job on its hands and a big responsibility. It 
is a job that requires broad-gauge planning 
and the ability to set a goal and work stead- 
fastly toward that goal, regardless of the 
political pressure and lobbying by special 
interests which are bound to arise. 

It is fortunate that so much good work 
can be done by the commission in a field 
where outstanding results, which will be ap- 
plauded by farmers and city sportsmen alike, 
can be secured rapidly and inexpensively. 
This is in the protection, propagation and 
distribution of quail and black bass.

Let us examine, first, the case of the black 
bass. Twenty-five years ago, there was hard- 
ly a stream in all the counties south of the 
Missouri River which would not yield a fine 
catch of large or small-mouthed bass to any 
fisherman who cared to wet a line. Today 
we hear a different story—water too low, 
too high, too clear, too muddy. You should 
have been here last week—you should come 
next week. And there's hardly a river or 
creek left that will yield the fishermen even 
a mediocre creel—because the bass aren’t 
there. 

Overfishing, PWA roads that make ac- 
cessible the last mile of Ozark stream, sea- 
sons that open while the bags are nesting, 
size limits that leave no breeding stock in 
the waters, gigging, dynamiting, stream pol- 
lution, deforestation that destroys cover and 
causes floods—all these have helped to de- 
stroy our bass fishing. 

Bringing back the fishing sounds like a 
hopeless task, .but it can be done if the 
sportsmen of Missouri want it done and let

Raising bass artificially by the millions 
which we need for a good restocking job 
is neither’ easy nor inexpensive because, un- 
like trout, the female bass must lay her 
eggs to be hatched as nature intended. This 
requires the maintenance of large breeding 
and rearing ponds. Morever, it is probable 
that unless water temperatures are main- 
tained which. are fairly close to the tem- 
perature of the streams to be planted, a 
high mortality rate will occur when the 
young bass are transplanted, 

Fortunately, an easier and less expensive 
means of hatching and raising bass is at 
hand. There is hardly a county in Mis- 
souri, at least south of the Missouri River, 
which does not have one or more small 
streams suitable to the natural propagation 
of black bass. Why not set aside adequate 
portions of these streams, selecting them for 
their suitability as to feed, cover and other 
factors, prohibit all fishing and use them as 
natural bass hatcheries? 

+ * * 


It would be no more difficult or expensive 
for the authorities to patrol these streams 
than to keep a pair of conservation agents 
guarding a few hundred liver-fed trout at 
Montauk Park or Bennett Springs. Conserva- 
tion-minded citizens living on these streams 
might be deputized to enforce the laws and 
paid a small retainer for so doing. 

Examples of small streams which might 
be used in this way are almost too numerous 
to mention, but here is an illustration of 
how the plan might work. Big River and the 
Meramec are two streams close to St. Louis 
which formerly furnished excellent bass figh- 
The headwaters of the Big River and 

ourche au Renault and Mineral Fork 
creeks in Washington County might be set 
aside as bass breeding grounds for Big Riv- 
er, Courtois and Huzzah creeks in Frank- 
lin County, or portions of them, could serve 
as feeders for the Meramec. The upper end 
of Black River splits into three forks. Por- 
tions of all of these might be set aside as 
breeding grounds, as could creeks such as 
Logan in Reynolds County. 

A similar situdtion can be found on the 
Gasconade, which is fed by the Piney and 
Little Piney. There are creeks that feed the 
Osage and Niangua, aswell as White River 
and its tributaries, in hwestern Missouri. 

It seems to me that the commission would 
do well to consider stich a plan as this, since

First Cold of Season 


Western Front—British Battleship Lost 
—American Troops Left Mexico. 


Stopped Fighting on

HE first intense cold of the 
T season brought the fighting toa 

standstill on the West front in 
France and Flanders, 25 years ago 
this week. With the mud and 
slush of the trenches icebound, 
French and English soldiers who 
had been through weeks of heavy 
fighting were going home—“bligh- 
ty” to the Tommies—on short 
leaves. « 

In Poland, daily reports indi- 
cated that the Russians were again 
gainers in the see-saw of advances 
and retreats; but Petrograd, cau- 
tious in its official bulletins, did 
not claim any decisive result, 
though announcing that a man 
army corps had been captured at 
Lodz. 

Turkey's troops were near the 
Suez Canal, and Egypt reported 
Turkish and German efforts to 
arouse the Egyptians against Great 
Britain.

Efforts to Win Bulgaria. 

A diplomatic battle for the sup- 
port of Bulgaria was in progress 
between the Allies and the Cen- 
tral Powers. The Allies were seek- 
ing to restore the old Balkan Con- 
federacy, shattered by the second 
Balkan war; the Germans strove to 
keep Bulgaria hostile to its recent 
enemy, Serbia. The latter effort 
was to succeed in the autumn or 
1915, and Bulgaria was to be the 
weakest link, and the first to break, 
in the Germanic military chain. 

German-occupied Brussels was a 


scene of gay night life, with cafes 
and theaters filled. This did not 
relieve the condition of the Belgian 
people, thousands of whom were 
without sources of food supply. The 
Rockefeller Foundation landed a 
cargo of foodstuffs for Belgium at 
Rotterdam, Holland, where the city 
officials made the occasion one of 
festivity, and took American rep- 
resentatives to a football game. It 
was announced that the Foundation 
would send food to France, Serbia 
and Austria.

There 
was belief that the explosion was 
the work of a spy.

URGE JAPANESE PACT 


Idaho Senator Says It Is Time 
This Country Moved to Pro- 
tect Its Commercial Interests. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP).— 
Two Republican Senators—Borah 
of Idaho and Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan—urged today that the. United 
States work for a new commercial 
treaty with Japan without regard 
to controversies growing out of 
the Chinese-Japanese war. 

“I shall contribute everything I 
can toward bringing about a fair 
and reasonable treaty between the 
United States and Japan to take 
the place of the old treaty which 
expires Jan. 26,” said Borah, senior 
Republican member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

Borah made it plain to reporters 
that he would approach the ques- 
tion of a new treaty from a com- 
mercial viewpoint only. He added 
that if any political considerations 
were involved, it should be up to 
Japan to suggest them. 

Vandenberg, who advocated abro- 
gation of the old treaty, said that 
the United States should be explor- 
ing “realistically” the possibility of 
settling its Far Eastern problems 
by agreement. He said that he fa- 
vored doing away with the old 
treaty only to “untie our hands” to 
negotiate a new one. 

“If no agreement is possible it 
will then be time enough to talk 
belligerently,” he said in a state- 
ment. “But to permit our treaty 
relations with Japan to lapse next 
January without an earnest effort 
to solve our differences pacifically 
is to invite major trouble without 
an attempt to avoid it.” 

The State Department notified 
Japan nearly four months ago that 
the United States would abrogate 
its 1911 commercial treaty on Jan. 
26. By that time Congress is ex- 
pected to consider a proposal to 
put an embargo on American ship- 
ments to Japan. 

Although Sumner Welles, Acting 
Secretary of State, said yesterday 
that negotiations for a new treaty 
had not begun, Borah said he 
thought it was high time this 
country made some move to pro- 
tect its commercial interests. 

“I notice,” he said, “that our 
trade with Japan is increasing very 
decidedly. We are not going to 
have so much trade on our hands 
that we can safely throw any of 
it aside without a very sound rea- 
son for doing so.”

Negro teachers in Maryland won 
the opening round yesterday of a 
court fight against salary discrimi- 
nation based on racial differences. 

In the first test case of its kind 


to reach a United States Court, Dis- 
trict Judge Chestnut issued an in- 
junction restraining the Anne Arun- 
del County school board from pay- 
ing Negro teachers less than whites 
in comparable jobs unless ability 
and qualification of the teachers 
differed. 

Walter Mills, Negro principal, 
testified he was paid $1050 a year 
for doing work equivalent to that 
performed by white principals who 
received $1800. 

Judge Chestnut said the evidence 
showed “unlawful discrimination” 
in Mills’ case, in violation of the 
fourteenth amendment of the Con- 
stitution. 


COMMUNIST EDITOR OF JEWISH 
NEWSPAPER DIES IN NEW YORK 


Moissaye Joseph Olgin, Fugitive 
From Czarist Russia in 1914, 
Suffers Heart Attack. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (AP). 
Moissaye Joseph Olgin, 61 years 
old, editcr of the Jewish Daily 
Morning Freiheit, and a leader in 
the Communist party, died of a 
heart attack in his home yesterday. 

Olgin fled from Russia to the 
United States in 1914. He was con- 
stantly at ccds with the Russian 
authorities under cne Czar and was 
frequently jailed for writing 
against the Government. He was 


‘born at Kiev, studied at the Uni- 


versity of Kiev and took post grad- 
uate work at Heidelberg. 

Olgin was the author of many 
books on international socialism 
and Belle letters. His works on 
“Why Communism” and “Trotsky- 
ism—Counterrevolution in  Dis- 
guise” were translated into several 
languages and sold more than a 
million copies. -

E certainly have our problems 
W_. diet and exercise to re- 

duce our weight and then we 
come face to face with the fact 
that our shoulders and upper chest 
are too thin. To correct this ap- 
palling condition (for the girl who 
likes to wear formal gowns and 
bathing suits) corrective exercises 
daily and massage are required. 

I understand that over 80 per 
cent of women have hollows be- 
tween their bosom line and neck. 
This hill-hollow difficulty may come 
through poor posture, underweight 
or limp muscles, 

But fortunately the muscles of 
the chest respond quickly to proper 
exercise and experts tell us that in 
six months we can actually trans- 
form our chest contours. 

It is pretty important that you 
wear an uplifting brassiere, well 
fitting, if your shoulders are thin 
and chest hollow. Particularly if 
your breasts are of normal weight 
or heavy. This helps to keep the 
tissue up in place while you are 
exercising to firm the chest mus- 
cles, 

Every single night of your life 
massage these hollows and your 
shoulders with a rich lubricating 
cream or with warm almond oil. 
Take time (at least five minutes) 
to massage thoroughly and leave 
the cream on overnight. If you 
are very much underweight eat 
and rest more to gain weight. Then 


go through these exercises every | 


day without ever skipping. And 
mind you, it will take from four 
to six months before your hollows 
will fill out, your shoulders straight- 
en and grow more appealing in 
firmness. Miracles in figure re- 
fashioning simply do not happen— 
it take persistance but the rewards 
are well worth your effort. 
Exercises for Thin Shoulders: 


(1) Stand erect, shoulders well | 


back, heels about three inches apart, 
arms out at shoulder height, palms 
turned upwards, Twirl your arms 
20 times backwards and 20 times 
forwards, Keep the action in the 


jshoulder joints. Breathe deeply 


enough to raise the upper part of 
the thorax, 20 times. 

(2) Hold the right arm straight 
out in front of the body, clench 
the fist tightly, and rotate it first 
to the right, and then to the left 
for five minutes. Repeat with the 
left arm. (The time you put in 
helps with this exercise.) 

(3) Lie on back with arms out 
to side. Keeping your arms on 
the floor throughout the exercise, 
raise your chest and shoulders up- 
ward until weight is on back of 
head. Keep your chin tilted up- 
ward. Relax and lower chest and 
shoulders to mat. Repeat five 
times and then rest. Ten times 
altogether. 

Note: This exercise develops mus- 
cles in upper back, stretches and 
firms neck muscles and gets direct- 
ly to those controlling chest and 
bust.

ECRET sorrows—never a mail 
Gout one or more comes to my 

desk. Somebody’s guarded trag- 
edy bared—for brief relief—on pa- 
per. A broken love bond. A gnaw- 
ing remorse. A thwarted career. 
Bitterness of betrayal. Agony of 
loss by death. Or—hardest of ail 
to bear—the wretchedness of a life 
that never had anything to lose.

Secret sorrows—once I pitied 
them.

Naturally, I didn't state the mat- 
ter in these words . . . didn’t even 
admit such notions to myself. To 
the contrary, I tried to be gallant

And 
I truly believe that I was making’ 
a good job of being a Broken 
Heart.

For we can attain quite as much 
prominence by Tears as by Tri- 
umphs. And, unless we watch our 
step, our vanity will trick us into 
contemptible exhibitionism, even in 
our most sacred and sincere grief. 

And human Laziness is quite as 
versatile and vicious as human 


Vanity. Almost any circumstances

For who dare 
bawl out the Afflicted? 

It took me a long time to discov- 
er these things about myself, and 
it wasn’t any picnic.

NY normal-minded child can 
learn to spell, provided his vision 
and hearing are good. Children 
in ‘the grades of elementary school 
are normal-minded, and they can 
see and hear. Some of them do 
not spell simple words correctly, do 


not attempt to do so, and they carry 
that deficiency on to, and through, 
high school, even through college. 
That seems to me disgraceful. By 
disgraceful I mean that it indicates 
a habit of laxness, carelessness, slop- 
piness, that intelligent young pegple 
should be ashamed to admit. They 
can learn to spell and they should 
MJo so or be classed among the illit- 
erate. 

Such children should be grouped 
and given special attention until 
they understand that they have to 
spell words correctly. First their 
vision and hearing and. speech pow- 
er should be tested. If any one of 
these is deficient, the child is handi- 
caped and should be helped, not 
blamed. 

Once we are assured that there is 
no sound cause for the poor spell- 
ing, we teach it. The children are 
asked to watch the teacher write 
each word on the board, while she 
spells out each letter; then, as she 
writes the whole word, he pro- 
nounces it. The group now writes 
the word, spelling it aloud as they 
do so. Then they write it silently. 
This is done word by word, down 
the list, a short one, two words for 
beginners, five for the other grades, 
until the children show ability to do 


more.

Declarer now 
ruffed a diamond and ruffed a 
second club in dummy. He re 
turned to his own hand once more 
by a diamond ruff and drew 
trumps. He thus made six trumps 
in his own hand, two ruffs in the 
dummy, and two heart tricks, ful- 
filling his contract. 

Notice the difference if East sig- 
nals for a club continuation at the 
first trick. West leads a second 
club and dummy ruffs. When a 
low heart is led from the dummy 
at the third trick East takes his 
face and returns a trump. [If de- 
clarer wins this trick in the dum- 
my ke cannot return to his own 
hand to get a second club ruff. 
If he attempts to do so by lead- 
ing a diamond East will take the 
diamond ace and kill the ruff by 
leading another round of trumps. 
And if South wins the trump lead 
in his own hand he can ruff a 
second club in dummy, but then 
has no way of returning to his 
own hand. East can trump a heart 
lead or win a diamond lead with 
his ace. In either event he then 
will cash a high club to defeat the 
contract.

Popular Dish 


OME cooks think of hash as 
merely a thrifty method of using 
leftover meat by combining it 
with potatoes to make it do for a 
second meal. And when it is pre- 
pared just for this reason, the fam- 
ily may justly comment: “What, 
hash again?” | 
There is anothér school of 
thought, however, that welcomes 
leftover corn beef or roast beef and 
prepares it with such care as to 
seasoning and cooking that there 
are cheers when it appears on the 
table. Certain restaurants have 
made hash a specialty and find it 
appreciated by patrons. The other 
night at a famous place, high above 
the city streets, the head waiter 
suggested that we order chicken 
hash as one of the best specialties. 
Of course, chicken hash is usual- 
ly made with a creamy sauce and 
is quite different from the well 
browned omelet-type for which we 
use other meat. Generally there is 
little leftover chicken unless the 
family is small and the bird is 
large. In this case, the business 
woman housekeeper may feature 
chicken hash for the quick meal. 
The contents of a can of corn beef 
may be combined.with leftover 


‘boiled or baked potatoes, minced 
onion and other seasonings. You 
may also purchase a good quality 
of hash in a can which needs but 
to be browned to make it ready 
for the table. — 

At a bazaar held recently, one of 
the most popular contributions was 
the home-made hash packed in car- 
tons, to each of which an onion, 
wrapped in cellophane, was at- 
tached. There are a few people, I 
believe, who scorn the flavor of 
the onion even in this dish to which 
it adds so much savor. 

Chicken Hash. 

One minced onion. 

Two tablespoons butter 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-half cup chicken stock. 

One-half cup rich milk. 

Two cups diced cooked chicken. 

Salt, pepper. 

Cook onion in butter until yellow. 
Stir in flour and when well blend- 
ed add chicken stock and milk, 
stirring constantly until smooth 
and thick. Add chicken and season 
to taste with salt and pepper. Heat 
thoroughly and serve. A few sliced 
mushrooms or some minced green 
pepper may be cooked in the onion 
if desired.
